Resolutions 

A number of resolutions pre- 
sented were passed and several 
rejected. Those approved included 
one commending Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh for his New York-to- 
Paris flight and awarding him a 
gold A. A. A. emblem. 

Other resolutions indorsed the 
construction of a national home in 
Washington for the A. A. A.; op- 
posed compulsory automobile insur- 
ance; favored the repeal of the war 
measure excise tax of 3 per cent. on 
automobiles; condemned deceptive 
highway signs which halt motorists 
for “hot dog” stands; urged upon 
Congress the necessity for large ap- 
propriations for rebuilding roads 
destroyed by floods in the Missis- 
Sippi Valley; condemned the prac- 
tice of posting ununiformed con- 
stables on the highway, and recom- 
mended the adoption of uniform 
highway signs and the numbering 
of roads by the Federal government 
instead of by the states. 

George W. Offutt, Washington, D. 
C., chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee, urged the enactment of leg- 
islation to protect innocent owners 
of automobiles seized in the trans- 
portation of liquor, pointing out in 
his report that congressional seiz- 
ure legislation made provision to 
protect the man whose car might 
have been stolen for the purpose 
or used without his knowledge; but 
that enforcement officers had dug 
up an ancient and more drastic 
Statute to use as a club.
